. BYRD said that there is little doubt in anyone's mind ` 
that, according to the American tradition, we will not fire the first 
shot. Such a position is very dangerous in the light of modern weapons 
he felt, and the possible fatal damage that could be done by the nation 
striking the first blow in the next war had not been realized. He 
noted, therefore, that earnest consideration should be given to had 
sure that Russia does not strike the first blow and that perhaps we 
ought to lead up to the point of striking the first blow ourselves, first 
by diplomacy, justice and fair dealing and then by political force. 
In the meantime, he stated, of course, we should build up the nation's 
economic and military might.

Introductory 


This letter is preliminary to a study | have made (the results of which | am 
writing for you) that will prove that the President inherited a crisis largely 
unrecognized and dangerous to our way of life.

| do not of course mean to imply that if there is a crisis such as | speak of, 
the President and yourself would be unaware of it. 


It is simply that as | see It our Republic is so set up as to its functions that 
the correcting of certain types of internal faults are extremely difficult for 
the Chief Executive to accomplish and had better be initiated by the people 


as a whole, who are responsible for those faults, even though unwittingly so. 


Thus this letter is a move on the part of one of its plain citizens to try to 
initiate such corrective measures among the people. 


Naturally one could not undertake such a task without the approval of our 
chosen leader and that is the reason for this letter -- to check with the 


Administration.

From the introduction it may be implied that, In using the phrase "dangerous 
crisis", | am being a harbinger of bad news. | do not refer to any Impending 
recession or depression but to a long term blunder that we as a people started 
making some decades ago. 


In my opinion, for the people to bring this blunder from the darkness Into the 
light for scrutiny would be a positive move, not negative, and would make 
for courage and faith - not timidity. A known регі! is not so fearsome as an 
unknown one.

l. Both from the standpoint of expediency and future necessity, bipartisan 
action is the dire need of the hour. 


(а) We know that where opposing politicians honestly and sincerely 
stand firm on principle, it of course may be very difficult to 
synthetize their common effort. But discussion across the table 
of arbitration often reveals a common meeting ground. 


| know that ideas are not enough. Action by all the people is needed. 
There are thousands of groups and civic leaders that can = organized 
to help disseminate the facts that underlie our crisis. 


(a) But people everywhere seem to have an anxiety complex based, 
| believe, оп а subconscious feeling that something is wrong the 
world over. Consciously they are bolstered up by their confidence 
in the President. 


The hundreds of people with whom | have talked seem to have no con- 
ception of the nature of the crisis nor of the almost insuperable problems 
that have faced the Administration. 


This crisis does not refer so much to a temporary recession, but to a 
serious and basic long-term problem passed on the the present Adminis- 
tration from past Administrations. 


The study | have made for you (above mentioned) explains why | have felt and 
still feel, a great sense of urgency. That paper will suggest remedies for 


resolving the crisis. 


Thus, you will have an opportunity to check my present ideas of how | can 
be of help. Anything you say for or against them will be kept as confidential 
as you wish: 


1. My past efforts in connection with various activities where we have 
tried to help have met with the approval of Republican leaders here 
and there, and also of some Democrats and some business leaders 
loyal to the Administration. 


The following are some of the major points (some repetitious) which the paper 
(1 am preparing) based on the study ! have made, demonstrates and proves to 
be correct. (1 do not mean to imply that | have all the answers.) 


1. That when General Eisenhower became President, he inherited а 
national crisis that was, and still is, dangerous to the free enterprise 
system and to the leadership of the free world which is also struggling 
with a crisis dangerous to freedom, 


(a) If the United States loses its free enterprise system, freedom will 
probably be lost the world over. 


That the primary and fundamental cause of this dangerous crisis is due 
to а mistake in attitude and thinking that we, as a people, innocent! 
and unknowingly, have been making for more than half a century. 
(a) That thus, the placing all the blame for our problems on mistakes 
of politicians of either party or upon minorities or groups can be 


avoided. | consider this to be a very important point. 


(b) That the success of Sovietism is largely a manifestation of our own 
basic error. This is true of other free nations of the world. 


(c) That the apparent plausibility of the contentions of extreme leftists 
in this nation and in other free nations is also a manifestation of 


the basic error. 


That this danger cannot be resolved in a short period of time, even with 
bipartisan action: 


(а) Evil started on the march a half century ago and after about a quarter 
of a century began gradually to gain the ascendancy over good (freedom). 


(b) In this nation today, there are, as | see it, many fine patriotic 
citizens committing sins against liberty who are entirely unaware ۱ 
they are doing so. | would say that the same is true of some politicians.

That we must have adequate bipartisan action as an expedient and 
in preparation far the long pull: 


(a) Because dirty politics being carried on as usual and with no abate- 
ment in the countless and relentless demands from every direction 
based on selfishness, it is beyond human capabilities to cope with 
a crisis that 15 invisible to the people. 


(b) Party loyalty should not be an end in itself, especially in times of 
national crisis. 


(c) Bipartisan action should not, of course, be carrled out to the extent 
that it would destroy the two-party system. 


That our basic mistake (above mentioned) brought about in this nation 
and other free nations, a disruption of the orderly processes of progress 
towards the higher development and security of freedom. 


That, in other nations of the world, it has enabled tyrants to effect a 
gradual retrogression towards tyranny, which we know is primitive and 
age-old, and which the human race had such a bitter and bloody struggle 


to throw off. 


That tyrants welcome the world-wide progress and spread of those branches 
of technological progress that shrink the size of the world with ever increas- 
ing acceleration, which help them to gain increasingly their sinister purpose. 


But that the development of science and technology for the past half centur 
or more was оо and thelr present rate of development cannot be 
halted: 


(а) The very sudden shrinking of the world has caused great Interdependence 
and complexity, which Is a very polsonous soll for the growth of freedom, 
but a very excellent soll for the growth and development of Ғугаппу. 


That even so, if one (as so many do) places much of the blame for our 
greatly disunited world on our incredible mechanical progress, it would 


be illogical: 


(a) We have seen that it Is the people who are responsible because they 
did not understand that they have been, for some decades, unwittingly 
planting seeds of self-destruction. 


(b) To put it still another way: Our troubles are due to the people's 
lack of knowledge of the nature of our deep-seated infection within 
the body politic that is spreading poison throughout the democratic 
system. 


(c) Which makes it nigh impossible for the people of free nations to fit 
themselves into the new complicated environment they themselves 
have unwittingly created. 


That | think that | have discovered this deep-seated infection. (A diagnosis 


of it, we know, is contained in the study.) 
That also | think I have figured out the world-wide evils resulting therefrom: 


(а) [do not, | repeat, mean to assume that this infection and the evils 
resulting therefrom is unknown to the President and to you. 


But that Sovietism and our own headlong drift toward Socialism, which 

the Administration inherited and has been fighting to halt, have become 
dangerous to our way of life in themselves and by themselves, even though 
they are but manifestations of our basic mistake . 


That thus our basic mistake is unknown and invisible to most of the people 


of this nation. 


IV 
summation 


That, therefore, the President has on his shoulders not only the insuperable 
burdens that are apparent to the people, but invisible burdens super imposed 
upon those known ones he carries. 


But that the danger from the evil force without (Sovietism) and the evil 
force within (element of self-destruction) that is pushing us towards 
Socialism can be resolved with less difficulty if all the people are made 
aware of the basic cause of these evils that are on the march in the world; 
and if concurrently, with the knowledge of the basic mistake, there is given 
to the people knowledge of how to correct if: 


(a) We know that it would be illogical and unreasonable to expect the 
President and his staff to take all the leadership in organizing the 
people to meet and to understand the crisis. 


(b) They will act in business and politics as they should act at the time 
of a dangerous crisis.

(c) Whereas we know that from the necessity for survival, man evolved 
within him over the ages a deep-seated selfishness that can be likened 
to a piece of concrete. 


But that if the people of this nation know the whole truth about the 
nature of our danger, they will comprehend that there are a great 
many forms of selfishness that are obsolete for progress and they will 
accordingly strive to overcome, insofar as is possible their selfish- 
ness during that period - putting Uncle Sam first. 


That thus our leaders, official and civic, will attempt to mobilize our 
non-physical assets. 


That the great battle ahead to halt Sovietism and to preserve liberty and 
peace will be a non-political battle and bipartisan action wil! be the 


rule of the day. 


But a determined effort will itself be a great help to the President with 
his great battle.

Conclusion 


In conclusion, | would like to repeat, with much emphasis that if the foregoing 


paragraphs be correct, the invisible basic mistake | have mentioned will tum 
out to be beneficial if it is made visible. 


And we, as a people, will see this mistake and understand it and this will enable 
our great leader to mobilize our non-physical assets concurrently with our physical, 
which will activate the great spirit of America, thus making this nation invincible 


to all threats from without and from within.

My dear Mr. President: 


As lhave written you а number of times, I am deeply conscious of the load which 
you and those about you are carrying who are responsible for the administration 
and well-being of this nation and for the keeping of world peace. 


Under your inspired leadership we have mobilized our millions for economic aid, 
we have developed a large and efficient military establishment, and we have taken 
the proper steps and undertaken the necessary commitments in the political field, 
but there hasn't been time to achieve unity in the realm of ideology. There is one 
large group of dedicated patriots who are putting forth splendid efforts for you in 
this field. I refer to the Moral ReArmament group that has been extremely active 
in the hot spots of Europe and the Far East, Africa and Japan. They also have 
achieved some splendid results in American industry. 


Ole Bjorn Kraft, the leader of the Danish Conservative Party and former Foreign 
Minister and Chairman of NATO, speaking in Washington in January said: "Moral 
Re-Armament has the answer to the burning needs of today. There cannot be found 
in the world a stronger unifying force. It is а miracle that decades ago Dr. Frank 
Buchman, initiator of MRA, foresaw what has since become our most urgent need, 
and now can offer us a trained and disciplined international force with a quarter 
century's experience in ideological combat." 


In the ideological training centers of Moral ReArmament in Caux, Switzerland, 
.and Mackinac Island, Michigan, over 90,000 from 100 countries bave come for 
training. Such an Assembly is being held at Mackinac Island, Michigan, from

is а letter dated August 10, 1956, in which Admiral Byrd indicated he was going 
to Maine for a brief vacation and would be back in Washington after Labor Day 
suggesting that he and the Director get together briefly. Enclosed with this letter 
for the Director's information was a confidential memorandum prepared by the 
Admiral's assistant, David Martin, and entitled "Alger Hiss, The Communist 
Infiltration, and the 'Messing Up' of Foreign Policy." (attached) 


Concerning Martin, our files reflect he is a writer, waga self- 
styled "active radical" in Canada from 1933 to 1939, having been active in the 
League for a Revolutionary Workers Party, a Marxist group. During the period 
1939-48, he was a self-admitted "Democratic Socialist" and during 1940-54, 
he worked for various refugee and anticommunist organizations in New York City. 
Martin's 35-page memorandum is designed to show Alger Hiss as a good example 
of communist infiltration in government, being first an underground communist and 
later a Soviet agent in high policy-making position in the State Department. It 
alleges that Hiss was responsible for "messing ар" U. S. foreign policy and 
communist infiltration into United Nations and names such persons as Harry Dexter 
White, Lauchlin Currie and others. Martin's memorandum is not critical of the 
Bureau and it appears he used public source material in preparing it. Memorandum 
re Martin's memorandum sent to Assistant Attorney General Tompkins on August 21, 
1956. 


By letter daked July 2, 1956, the Department of Defense requested 
an investigation of Martin in connection with his appointment by Admiral Byrd 


{То the U.S. Antarctic program. Admiral Byrd was interviewed on July 16 concerning 


Martin and recommended him for the job. The Investigative Division is now preparing 
the summary of this investigation for transmittal at an early date. In this connection, 
Admiral Byrd by letter dated November 24, 1955, made reference to David Martin 
and requested the investigation of Martin be expedited so there would be no delay. 

The Director advised Byrd we had received no request for an investigation of Martin 
but that our files would be reviewed and the information therein would be furnished 

to the Immigration and Naturalization Service. This was done December 12, 1955.

Additionally, by letter dated July 3, 1956, Admiral Byrd commended 
the Director for his article, "America Needs Full-Time Patriots," which appeared 
in "This Week Magazine." Six copies of the article requested by Byrd were sent to

A number of New Zealand friends of the late Rear-Admiral Richard E. Byrd 
grouped together some time ago with the aim of keeping his memory green in this 
country and to stress his symbolism of Antarctica as "Тһе Great White Continent

ADMIRAL BYRD NATIONAL MEMORIAL IN NEW ZEALAND 


A memorial, of intriguing design, to Rear-Admiral Richard E. Byrd, the great 
American explorer, scientist, aviator and humanitarian, will be unveiled on 
March 11th (New Zealand time) in Wellington. 


Sited on а thousand foot high hilltop, overlooking the Capital City, its harbour, 
and airport, it is dramatically situated: and is served by a new scenic road and 
car park and forms a "lookout" over a breathtaking panorama, 


Built as а "space age' impression of а cairn in the shape of an Arctic tent, it 
embodies half a ton of stones from the Antarctic in its south end and other un- 
usual features. Its side walls simulate frozen snow studded with glacial worn 
boulders; being built with pure white cement having mica incorporated, they 
glisten in the sun realistically. 


Set among the Antarctic stones (from the Koettlitz Glacier, Cape Hallett (the 
site of the New Zealand Antarctic Base) and Cape Evans, the site of Captain 
Scott's base) is a niche holding a noble bust, twice life size, of Admiral Byrd. 
The bust faces the South Pole, being sheltered by the 16 ft. high overhanging 
peakof the edifice. Below the bust is a plaque reading: Г

Another large plaque reads: 
"Тһе Greatest Explorer of the Air Age 


Richard Evelyn Byrd dedicated his life to peaceful progress for mankind. 
Outstanding in aviation and exploration; he was а scientist, a humanitarian, 
a champion of freedom and a great internationalist. 

His concepts of Antarctica as 'The Great White Continent of Peace! аге, 
contained in the Antarctic Treaty. 

May the spirit of the Treaty endure and spread throughout the World." 


Another plaque reads: 
` "Тһе Antarctic Treaty" 


"Signed on 1 December 1959 by twelve nations, this was a milestone along 
the road to international co-operation. It provided for non-militarisation, 
for the prevention of nuclear explosions and disposal of radioactive waste, 
for an international inspection system, for the pooling of scientific informa- 
tion. It demonstrated the subordination of national interests to the wider 
cause of science and increased understanding between nations, " 


The conception of the Memorial and the arranging of its placement and construction 

is due to the Richard E. Byrd Fellowship, New Zealand. However, the Chairman 

of the Fellowship, Tracey M. Simpson, emphasizes that it represents the high regard 

of the people of New Zealand for Admiral Byrd and his concepts of Antarctica which 

are embodied in the Antarctic Treaty.

The need for world peace is more urgently upon us than ever before, 


On March 11, 1962, the fifth anniversary of Admiral Byrd's passing, 
a foreign land erected a monument to the explorer, humanitarian and 
champion of freedom, international understanding and world peace, for his 
contributions to world peace and his concepts which appear in the great 
Antarctic Treaty. 


World wide response followed the commemorating of an event for peace 
which took place high on Mt. Victoria above the capital city of one of our 
distant neighbor nations, New Zealand. Amid messages and news items 
from all seven continents, the event hailed the great Antarctic Treaty as a 
milestone in mankind's struggle for world peace in this atomic age. 


This is because on one continent in this jittery world of ours 13 nations, 
including the United States, England, France, New Zealand, and Russia, 
live and work in peace and cooperation. Atomic war here is outlawed and a 
workable inspection system safeguards the peace. It will be noted that this 
inspection system is what our President Kennedy has been seeking for a 
world peace treaty at Geneva. 


The New Zealand people, who live so close to the Antarctic Continent, 
point out that if the Treaty in effect on the Antarctic Continent could be 
extended to the other six continents, we would then have World Peace. 


Thus the eyes of the world will be on the 13 nations now a party to the 
Treaty on the icy continent at the bottom of the earth, For here man has 
taken his first truly big step forward in the attainment of mankind's greatest 
dream, World Peace. This is the only continent where "Homo Sapiens" of 
the free world and of the communist world is dwelling and working in complete 
harmony. 


Each 
cover will contain a letter from the Chairman of the Richard E. Byrd 
Fellowship representing many peace loving and forward looking 
people in New Zealand. In the last 3 years 20,000 New Zealanders 
and American children have exchanged friendship letters.)
